In conformity with the law under which the Commissioners of Lin- 
coln Park are organized the statement contained in the following pages 
is respectfully submitted. 

It is perhaps true that the law, strictly construed, does not require 
so complete a showing of the financial operations of the board. Never- 
theless the Commissioners believing it to be the right of the tax- 
payers to have as much information as possible concerning the 
expenditure of their money, have presented in this report many facts 
and figures not required by law.

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LINCOLN PARK. 



There were two principal attractions in Chicago during 1893 — the 
World's Fair and Lincoln Park. A sight-seer's visit to this city almost 
invariably embraced a trip to Lincoln Park. The result has been to 
extend' the fame of the park far and wide. The effect of this has 
been to increase its popularity and make it distinctively a feature of 
Chicago, and in consequence of this future visitors to this city will 
embrace it in their programme of sight-seeing. At the same time the 
necessity for .its improvement and proper care has been increased. 
Lincoln Park may now be said to have passed from ita primitive stage 
and entered upon permanent conditions . It follows, therefore, that 
such improvements as are hereafter to be made should be of an endur- 
ing character and designed to withstand the inroads of time. This is 
especially applicable to the bridges and viaducts that must be built to 
replace the temporary wooden structures now going to decay. The 
replacing of the old structures and the construction of new ones is a 
process that must necessarily be slow. It is believed that what is done 
should be done upon a general and coherent plan, so that the whole, 
when completed, will be harmonious. 

Within the last few years Lincoln Park may be said to have been 
fully developed, so far as landscaping and topographical work is con- 
cerned. To maintain the grass, trees, flowers, walks, drives, boats, 
lakes, and preserve order, need not be more expensive in the future 
than in the past, and may be less so. The feature that will demand 
most attention, and perhaps be the most expensive, is the care of the 
lake shore, over which the Commissioners of Lincoln Park have been 
entrusted with guardianship. There will soon be under control of the 
commissioners, to be preserved by them, nearly four miles of the lake 
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shore. This shore protection will, when completed, have cost over 
$1,000,000. The destructive force of the waters of Lake Michigan are 
ever at work, and great care will be necessary to preserve the lake front 
from the water's action. Thus, while the gardening features of the 
park have probably diminished in expensiveness and importance, the 
shore protection problem has grown to be somewhat portentious and 
one to which the most careful attention will have to be given. 

It is unfortunate, since Lincoln Park has become so distinctively a 
Chicago institution, resorted to by all visitors of this city, that its main- 
tenance is limited to the towns of North Chicago and Lake View. To 
some taxpayers the burden may be excessive, but it should be reflected 
that while Lincoln Park is being maintained for the edification of the 
whole country, that its financial benefits are local. It has greatly 
increased the desirability of North Side property, and will give to it in 
the future a fixity of value that is not likely to be acquired by any other 
residence property in Chicago. 

Foy the tax year of 1893 the entire Lincoln Park tax in the town 
of North Chicago amounted to $1.42 8-lOths on each $100 of equalized 
valuation. The valuation of property in the North Town averages per- 
haps less than one-tenth of its actual value. Hence the tax amounts to 
less than fifteen cents on the $100 of its real value. To impair for a 
single season the beauty and decency of Lincoln Park would affect 
rentals many times the amount of the total tax, besides permanently 
impairing values. 

And there is another favorable aspect of the taxation feature. Of 
the tax of 1893 on the town of North Chicago $50,000 was for the pay- 
ment of bonds issued for the original purchase of lands embraced in the 
park. The wiping out of these bonds leaves $100,000 of the original 
purchase bonds outstanding, all of which mature April 1, 1895. The 
final payment of this debt will reduce the taxation about $60,000 
a year; or, if taxation is continued at the same rate per cent, it will 
allow $60, 000 a year to be applied to the Lincoln Park revenues, if the 
same is needed. 

It is to be regretted that there is no authority which can be relied 
on to justly apportion the taxes necessary to maintain and improve Lin- 
coln Park between the towns of North Chicago and Lake View, which 
comprise the taxation district. 
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The following pages contain the report of the Secretarj' to the 
Board of Lincoln Park Commissioners. This report shows in detail 
the financial transactions of the Board as far as is practicable within 
the limits of such a document. 

The Commissioners desire the taxpayers of the towns of Lake View 
and North Chicago to further understand that any information con- 
nected with park affairs not given in this report will be given upon 
application to the officers of the Board.

To the Mayor and City Council of the City of Chicago: 

Gbntlbmen : — In compliance with the law under which this Board is 
organized, the Commissioners beg leave to make the following reports of the 
President, Secretary and Attorney, as their report for the preceding year, and 
a detailed statement of their receipts and expenditures, and their action con- 
nected therewith. 



The fiscal year, beginning April i, 1894, commenced with an indebtedness 
for advances and liabilities for the preceding year to be paid from the appropri- 
ation for the ensuing year amounting to {75,569.31. This year the amount is 
reduced to less than one-fourth what it was last year with a hopeful prospect 
that it will be wiped out altogether next year. It will be seen from the Secre- 
tary's report that the total expense for the year for maintaining the Park 
amounted to 1185,672.50; Permanent improvements, $45,107.77; Principal of 
bonds paid, |53,ooo ; Interest paid on bonded indebtedness, $29,785.00; New- 
berry judgment, $25,000.00 ; Interest paid on the same, $3,500.00.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 
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It appears from the Secretary's report that we have more than kept our 
expenditures within our receipts. This has been done in the face of difficulties 
and unexpected demands. The storm of April 16, last, seriously injured the 
breakwater north of North Avenue, requiring an expenditure of 18,505.19. 
On account of being called upon to give up the bam used free of charge, be- 
longing to the North Chicago Street Railroad Company, it became neces- 
sary to provide another. This was done by fitting up and using part of the 
basement under the propagating house as a stable, and erecting a building fcr 
the storing of wagons, tools, etc., the two costing $2,278 03. 

In addition to these unexpected expenditures, the summer being long and 
dry, required more than the usual expense for labor and water to keep the Park 
in good condition ; and besides we have spent considerable money to increase 
the number and improve the condition of our horses, wagons and harness, all 
of which was much needed. 

It will be seen also that our receipts from concessions, boats, etc., fell short 
about $5,000 of our estimate made at the beginning of the year, reducing to 
that extent, our estimated income. 

Considerable interest has been manifested in the matter of the enlarge- 
ment of Lincoln Park ; along the Lake front seems to be the most inviting and 
economical way of doing so. Yachtsmen have been very much interested in 
the construction of a Yacht harbor of a sufficient capacity to meet the demands 
of the public. They have prepared plans providing for such a harbor and a 
beach between Fullerton Avenue and Diversey Avenue extending into the lake, 
utilizing the balance of the land not necessary for that purpose for extending 
the Park, and a continuation of the outside drive from Fullerton Avenue north. 
It will be observed that should these improvements be made it will result in the 
making of a great deal of additional land from the lake north of Diversey 
Avenue that would accrue to the present private o.wners owning shore land. 
For that and other reasons it has been recently agitated by many of the people 
of both North Chicago and Lake View that the Park ought to acquire the 
property between Diversey and Belmont Avenue from Lake View Avenue east to 
the lake. From Belmont Avenue north to Byron Street the Commissioners 
already own an easement for a driveway along the waters of Lake Michigan, and 
the completion of said driveway is well under way, and we hope to complete 
it during the present year. In addition to the easement noted as aforesaid the 
Commissioners have secured the title to about 1,500 feet riparian rights along 
said drive. 

It is the opinion of many of the property owner® and leading citizens of 
both North Chicago and Lake View that the time has come when the riparian 
rights of the owners of the shore lands from the north end of the Park to the 
north line of Lake View should be acquired for the purpose of providing for the 
enlargement of the Park, and of so much importance has it become that it was 
referred to in a recent message of the governor of the state. There can be 
no question but that a time will come, if not already at hand, when Lincoln Park 
should be enlarged, and that along the lake front seems to be the most inviting 
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and most economical way of doing so. It is no longer an open question that the 
parks are not only desirable, but necessary for the well-being of the people, and 
I can not put my ideas in words better than by quoting language of another : 

It is an unquestioned fact that public parks and play grounds are one of 
the most important factors in the real practical development of cities. Com- 
munion with Nature is always elevating, and the good done to the overworked 
denizens of crowded city streets in wandering through green pastures and 
beside still waters is incalculable. The mind is purified, the eye is educated, 
the heart delighted and the tired body refreshed. Innocent pleasure and health- 
ful exercise are combined in a fine and bracing air, and it can be truly said that a 
park is the heart free beating, the lungs free breathing of a great city.*' 

As the Commissioners are without the power to carry into effect any of 
these suggestions the Attorney of the Park prepared a bill authorizing the Com- . 
missioners to acquire such riparian rights and such shore lands as might be found 
necessary for the enlargement of the Park, and to pay for the same and the 
improvement thereof by special assessment, upon Ihe twenty-year plan, 
with five per cent, interest, and it is now before the legislature. It is hoped 
that the bill will be passed so that the Commissioners may be able to take up 
this question of enlargement and improvement as rapidly as possible, consistent 
with the ability of the taxpayers, bearing in mind the present business depression. 

The Commissioners of Lincoln Park control about four miles of boulevards 
in addition to those in the Park. These boulevards must be policed, sprinkled, 
cleaned and otherwise maintained, this creates a heavy burden of expense. 
Under the law as it was until recently interpreted the Commissioners were sup- 
posed to have the power to reimburse the Park funds for all expenditures made 
for the maintenance of boulevards by levying a special assessment for main- 
tenance of the same upon the property fronting thereon. But in a recent 
decision of the Supreme Court it has been declared that this can not be done. 
This decision permanetly fixes the burden of maintaining these boulevards upon 
the general tax -payer and it will have to pe paid hereafter, without prospect of 
reimbursement, from the general Park oflfice. 

Some prompt and sufficient provision will have to be made to meet the 
expense of maintaining the boulevards. If this is not done the revenues of the 
Park will be insufficient after paying the necessary expenses of the Park to 
properly maintain the boulevards. The most that can be done with the limited 
resources at command is to do that which is absolutely necessary until adequate 
provision is made therefor. 

The effiect of this enforced policy may be, pending final arrangements, to 
leave the boulevards in a less satisfactory coudition than they would be if 
sufficient funds were forthcoming to properly maintain them. 

The revenues for the year commencing April i, 1895, will be made up of 
the appropriation from the town of North Chicago, of 1106,112.52, to pay bonds 
and interest; 1160,191.88 for maintenance and improvement, making a total of 
1266,304.40 from the town of North Chicago. 

The town of Lake View has appropriated I40.355 03 ; $10,000.00, or less, of 
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which is to be held available, for paying for the repair of the damage done by 
the storm of May last to the North Shore Drive breakwater. 

It will be seen from this that the total amount available from taxation is 
{306,659.43, from this will have to be deducted the amount that will fail of col- 
lection, and the percentage that is retained by the town and county collectors 
for the service of collecting ; this will approximate 3 per cent., which would 
make this item amount to 19,199.78, leaving a net balance to be derived from 
taxation of $297,459.65, from which must be deducted |i03,ooo that will be 
required to pay bonds and interest, leaving 1194,459.65. This amount will be 
available for the maintenance and improvement of the Park, with the excep- 
tion of the amount that may be devoted to work on the North Shore Drive. 
This revenue may be further augmented by the addition of about $25,000.00 
from rents, boats, sales of sand, etc., making a total of $219,459.65. This is 
the sum total of all the money that will be available for the maintenance and 
improvement of Lincoln Park during the fiscal year. By rigid economy and 
careful management it will be sufiicient, but it may readily be seen that no 
great or extended improvement, the purchase of additional land, or anything 
of that sort, can be made from this limited revenue. 



The bonded debt of Lincoln Park one year ago embraced three items, 
namely: One hundred thousand dollars of "Original Purchase Bonds;" 
twenty-five thousand dollars, a balance owing upon the ''Newberry judgement," 
an indebtedness created for the purchase of land condemned for Lincoln Park 
twenty-five years ago ; and four hundred and sixty thousand dollars of ** Shore 
Protection Bonds," issued for the construction of shore protection of Lincoln 
Park between North Avenue and Fullerton Avenue. All of this indebtedness 
was against the Town of North Chicago. 

It is gratifying to the Commissioners of Lincoln Park to be able to 
say, that from funds collected last year they have paid the "New- 
berry Judgment" in full, and with the proceeds of this year's tax 
they will be enabled to pay seventy-five thousand dollars of the ** Original 
Purchase Bonds, ' ' leaving but twenty-five thousand dollars of that indebted- 
ness outstanding. These bonds bear interest at the rate of seven per cent., but 
on the twenty-five thousand dollars of which payment will have to be deferred 
until next year, arrangements have been made to secure extension at the rate 
of five per cent, per annum. The tax levy for next year, therefore, for the 
Town of North Chicago for bonded indebtedness will be reduced over one-half, 
andintheyearfollowing, presumably, will be only the interest on the '* Shore 
Protection Bonds "which will amount to twenty-three thousand dollars, or 
considerably less than one-quarter of the ** Bonded Indebtedness Tax" of 1894. 



The law authorizes the collection of a Sinking Fund for the extinction of the 
"Shore Protection Bonds." Under this twenty-three thousand dollars may be 
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levied each year and set aside for the purpose of accumulating a fund that 
would be suflficient to wipe out these bonds when they mature twenty years 
from their issuance. 

During the fiscal year just closed the Board received twenty-five thousand 
dollars levied for the Sinking Fund which has been used for the payment of the 
* * Newberry Judgment ' * which has been drawing interest at the rate of seven 
per cent, for about twenty years. The highest rate of interest which could have 
been obtained for the twenty-five thousand dollars belonging to the Sinking 
Fund would have been four or five per cent. By paying the *' Newberry Judg- 
ment," bearing interest at seven per cent, on twenty-five thousand dollars, 
seventeen hundred and fifty dollars a year has been saved to the Park. The 
present Commissioners believed it unadvisable to collect money for the Sinking 
Fund and no such item is embraced in the levy for 1894, nor do they believe it 
wise to collect any such tax until the bonds can be retired on reasonable terms. 



The physical work of the Board has embraced several improvements, most 
conspicuous of these is the Academy of Sciences opened October i. This build- 
ing costing about one hundred thousand dollars was paid for by a liberal contri- 
bution to the Academy of Sciences by Matthew Laflin, an old settler of Chicago, 
amounting to seventy-five thousand dollars, and twenty-five thousand dollars 
contributed by the Commissioners of Lincoln Park. While the present Board 
had no part in the agreement that brought about this expenditure, nevertheless 
it fell heir to the payment of it, and the Commissioners are glad to say that they 
were enabled to discharge it from the revenues of last year. The museum in 
the Academy building is entirely free at all times and is an easily accessible 
source of instruction and amusement to the people of the North Side. 

Likewise the Board fell heir to the completion of and payment for the 
foot-bridge across the lagoon opposite Webster Avenue. This indebtedness 
amounting to over twenty thousand dollars including the ornamentation and 
changes of the grounds about it, has been entirely paid for out of the revenues 
of the last fiscal year. 

Through the liberality of the North Chicago Street Railway Company the 
Park has had the use of a barn for its horses free of charge, but as the Company 
found need for it the Commissioners were compelled to make other 
provision. In the interest of economy a barn has been constructed beneath the 
propagating house, the cost of which will be duly Set forth in the succeeding 
pages. In addition to providing a commodious bam this also saves the 
Park treasury forty dollars a month which heretofore was paid for 
use of a vacant lot and what it would have been compelled to pay as 
rent for another barn, besides conserving much time wasted in coming and 
going between the bam and the storage-shed outside the Park. 

The ofiices of the Commissioners have been removed from down town and 
located in the Academy of Sciences building at the foot of Center street. This 
will result ultimately in a saving uf one hundred and twenty-five dollars a 
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month for rent, besides reducing other expenses incidental to a division of the 
Park business. That is to say, by having the two offices together, the clerical 
force required to do the work is less and business is greatly facilitated. In this 
connection it may not be out of place to say that the expense of administration 
of the Park affairs has been reduced about twenty-five per cent, within the last 
year. 



The Refectory privilege has been leased for three years. An advertisement 
was inserted in a morning newspaper of wide circulation and several bids were 
received for the privilege. The lease for the term mentioned was awarded on 
these bids to the present lessee, his bid being much higher than any of the 
other bidders and much higher than his former lease, namely six thousand 
six hundred dollars a year. The Phaeton privilege was advertised and elicited 
but one bid. It was readvertised with the same result. The contract was then 
let at five hundred dollars per year for a term of three years to the present lessee. 

The electric launches which were operated last summer at a considerable 
loss have been sold by the Commissioners, and, therefore, will not be in opera- 
tion hereafter. The sale was induced, not only because of their unprofitable- 
ness, but because of the complicated character of such an enterprise and the 
lack of a sufficient and safe body of water whereon to navigate them. It is the 
belief of the Commissioners that any undertaking so complex in its nature 
should be avoided rather than courted in the operation of the Park. 

There is constant application for privileges of all kinds in Lincoln Park. 
It has been the policy of the Commissioners to refuse all permits for money- 
making, catch-penny, crowd-drawing devices, for the reason that there results 
therefrom a tendency to congregate and congest the people in crowds. The 
policy it is believed should be to avoid this tendency rather than to encourage 
it and to preserve the park for peaceful rest and recreation rather than to make 
it a place for noisy sight-seeing and excitement. 

Lincoln Park is indebted to prominent citizens and societies for a number 
of pleasing statues, and may be said to be well ornamented in this respect. This 
is especially conspicuous when other features of the park might, by comparison 
with the statues and monuments, appear to be neglected. Reference is made 
particularly to the smaller bridges, tunnels and viaducts which should be rebuilt 
of stone. It is suggested that public spirited citizens who desire hereafter to 
contribute to the beauties of Lincoln Park, consider whether or not they could 
not in matters of this kind present such useful structures making them works 
of art and object lessons to the people. 



The Commissioners have already contracted for a pump that will supply 
five million gallons of water daily for the various water requirements of the 
Park. This is double the capacity of the present pump and it is believed will 
be sufficient for sprinkling even in the driest weather. At the same time the 
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water system of the Park will be extended northward probably as far as Diversey 
Avenue. As soon as the weather permits, the lake shore protection will be 
extended from North Avenue to Burton Place upon a plan already approved. 
The work of closing in the unfinished portion of the Fernery is being pushed 
rapidly to completion. 

An Eagle-house has been contracted for, to be built on the high ground 
across from the animal house. A new dock will be built at South Pond for the 
convenience of the pleasure seekers, and a large clock, the dial to be illuminated 
at night, has been contracted for and will be placed in the south end of the 
Refectory. 

It is proposed during the spring and summer to reorganize the animal 
department with a view to reducing the number of animals, exchanging those 
of which a- surplus exists, adjusting the sexes and endeavoring to bring about 
conditions that will avoid inbreeding. It is believed that the expense of the 
animal department can be greatly reduced and made more interesting, etc.

To the Commissioners of Lincoln Park: 

Gkntwmen : The preceding year has been one of much activit> in the 
law department. I became attorney for your Board in May, 1894. The first 
work of importance requiring my attention was the compilation and annotation 
of the laws and ordinances affecting Lincoln Park. This was completed in 
August. In addition to the business of almost daily recurrence in relation to 
contracts for the Park and various minor affairs demanding the attention of the 
attorney, there has also been required during the year much attention to the 
matters involved in the construction of the North Shore Drive and the relations 
of the Board to the contractors, the assessees for the improvement and the 
riparian owners. This has been further complicated by the destruction of a 
portion of the work by the storms of last spring. Much attention has also been 
required by the assessments for the widening and improvement of Pine Street, 
now Lincoln Park Boulevard, and the removal of the buildings upon the part 
condemned ; by the litigation which has arisen about the Ohio Street extension 
of the Lake Shore Drive ; by the proposed legislation for the purpose of placing 
the Board of Commissioners for Lincoln Park upon the same legal footing as 
the West Park and South Park Boards, and for the purpose of enlarging the 
Park. 

During the year a decision was rendered by the Supreme Court denying the 
rehearing prayed for by several of the property owners concerning the assess- 
ments for the North Shore Drive in the case of Jones vs. The Town of Lake 
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View. The validity of the assessment was thereby placed beyond controversy. 
There are still cases pending, however, in the Supreme Court upon collateral 
issues which affect the collection of the assessment. 

During the year White vs. Commissioners, etc., a suit based on a claim for 
personal injuries suffered in Lincoln Park has been dismissed by the plaintiff. 

In May, 1894, the Chicago Title & Trust Company as the assignee of various 
riparian owners and contractors filed in the Superior Court of Cook County a 
bill for the specific performance of the contracts made by the Lincoln Park 
Commissioners with such owners and contractors concerning the Ohio Street 
Extension, so called, and for a decree quieting the title to the reclaimed lands 
adj oining the holdings of such riparian owners respectively. Shortly afterward the 
Attorney General of the State of Illinois filed, in the name of the people of the State 
<»f Illinois, an information against the Commissioners of Lincoln Park and the 
various other owners and contractors interested in said extension, praying that 
the law under which the extension was made might be declared to be invalid 
and unconstitutional, the contracts made between the Commissioners and the 
shore owners abrogated, and the reclaimed land restored to its original condi- 
tion as a part of the harbor of Chicago. The Commissioners of Lincoln Park 
answered the information, substantially submitting the matter in controversy 
to the Court, and to the bill of the Chicago Title & Trust Company filed an 
answer denying the right of the said company to the relief which it prayed, 
and also in that suit filed a cross bill to which all the persons interested in the 
reclaimed land, and in the contracts connected with the Ohio Street Extension 
were made defendants. The cases, although not technically consolidated, 
were tried together, and involved between three and four weeks constant 
attendance before Judge Windes. Decrees were entered by Judge Windes in 
January dismissing the information and also dismissing the bill of the Chicago 
Title & Trust Company ; but upon the cross bill of the Commissioners giving 
relief to the Commissioners in three important particulars : 

1st. The Court found that a deviation has been made by the shore owners 
and contractors from the proper line of the breakwater, which deviation 
involved the reclaiming of more land than was contemplated by the contracts, 
and that for such additional land the shore owners so obtaining the same should 
make compensation in the way of a further contribution to the cost of the 
entire breakwater and driveway. 

2d. The Court, according to the prayer of the cross bill construed the 
contracts between the Commissioners and the shore owners not to forbid a 
special assessment or special taxation upon the newly-made land for the main- 
tenance of the boulevard^ the contrary construction having been claimed by 
some of the persons interested. 

3d. The Court declared the title to the block of reclaimed land east of the 
water works between Chicago Avenue and Pearson Street to be in the Park 
Commissioners for the purpose of a public park, although this was strenuously 
resisted by the City of Chicago, one of the defendants to the cross bill, which 
claimed the title of all the reclaimed land between the boulevard and the shore. 
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An appeal was prayed by the Attorney General in the matter of the informa- 
tion, and by the City of Chicago from the decree affirming the title of the Park 
Comissioners to the reclaimed land between Pearson Street and Chicago Avenue. 
The appeal of the Attorney General it has been stipulated will be taken to the June 
term of the Supreme Court The appeal of the City was abandoned with the 
avowed intention of taking the matter up on a writ of error at a later term of 
the Supreme Court after the Attorney General's case should have been 
argued. 

To ascertain the amount of compensation to be made by the persons 
acquiring the extra reclaimed land caused by the deviation, the case was 
referred to a Master in Chancery by the Court. No evidence has yet been 
taken on the matter. 

There is a bill in equity pending in the Circuit Court involving the rights 
of former riparian owners upon the North Shore Drive, so-called, and entitled 
Stotesbury vs. Commissioners of Lincoln Park and a correlative case involving 
the same matter entitled The Commissioners of Lincoln Park vs. Rozet et al. 
In the first of these the issues are made up, but the case is not yet upon the 
calendar for trial. 

During the year there have been various decisions of greater or less impor- 
tance involving park interests made by the Supreme Court of Illinois in cases in 
which the West Park Commissioners were parties. Perhaps the most important of 
these is Mason vs. The West Chicago Park Commissioners, which if its reason- 
ing is to be sustained to its full extent in future cases, throws a serious doubt 
upon the power of public authorities to maintain and keep in repair any 
boulevard by special tax or special assessment. It is to be hoped that a modi- 
fication of the extreme doctrine laid down in this case may be hereafter made 
in order that the funds available from general taxation for park purposes may 
be relieved from an undue burden in the support of the boulevards. 

Reference has been made to the proposed legislation for Lincoln Park. 
While the Commissioners personal interests are in no wise involved, it cannot 
I think fail to be recognized that great benefit to the people would result from 
the enactment of the laws applicable to Lincoln Park, which at the instance of 
the Board I have drawn and which are pending in the Legislature.

THE TAX I,BVY OF 1 893. 

The tax levy of 1893, expended in 1894-5, and which is embraced in the 
above statement, was made up of several items. These items are given in order 
to show the method of appropriating taxes for the several funds by the officials 
of the towns of North Chicago and Lake View. 

From taxation. North Chicago —

To the Mayor and City Council of the City of Chicago: 

Gentlemen : — In compliance with the law under which this Board is 
organized, the Commissioners beg leave to make the following reports of the 
Secretary and Auditor, as their report for the preceding year, and a detailed 
statement of their receipts and expenditures, and their action connected 
therewith. 



It affords the Commissioners of Lincoln Park satisfaction to st^te that the 
finances of the Board are in a healthy condition. This condition has been attained 
without neglecting the physical requirements of the Park. Three years ago, at the 
close of the fiscal year, there was a heavy outstanding indebtedness and the revenue 
of the succeeding year l^d been anticipated, the two together amounting to nearly 
$100,000. At the present time, these items of arrearages do not amount to one- 
fourth that sum. In fact, it would be difficult to reduce the current indebtedness of 
the Park at any date much below the figure at which it now stands. 

With a careful management of the Park finances has been combined a prudent 
policy of improvement. 

During the last year, out of about $222,000 available, there was expended not 
quite $170,000 for maintenance, and a little over $50,000 for improvements. The 
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most important of these improvements was the installation of a new pumping 
plant, having approximately three times the pumping capacity of the one displaced. 
With the pump was put in a complete system of water mains throughout that 
portion of the Park north of Fullerton Avenue. The aggregate cost of both was some- 
where near $25,000. Other improvements were the completion of the Fernery, 
work on the Beach at North Avenue, the Speeding Track, the Center Street 
Entrance, Trees on the Shore Drive, the Bathing Beach, Drinking Fountains, and 
many of less importance. 

This year, without impairing the healthful condition of the Park finances, 
there will be about $95,000 available for improvements. Already contracts are let 
and work is well under way for a new Electric Lighting Plant. This will cost, not 
to exceed, $40,000, leaving $50,000 for other improvements. Among these is pro- 
jected a boat house or pavilion at the north end of the North Pond, with toilet rooms 
for both sexes, a bicycle concourse, fruit stand and other conveniences, to cost, 
not to exceed, $15,000. This would still leave $40,000 for other improvements, 
which will be applied, as wisdom directs, on the North Avenue and North Clark 
Street Entrance, the Bathing Beach and other improvements. 

During the present year, it is possible that the extension of the Lake 
Shore Drive on the made land between Oak Street and Ohio Street will require 
attention. The final improvement of this drive, it is provided, will be paid for by 
the owners of the frontage. However, in addition to this, there will be required 
the improvement, as a public park, of the piece of ground east of the Water Works 
between Pearson Street and Chicago Avenue, containing ovsr four acres. An appro- 
priation of $5,000 for this purpose has been made by the Board; plans have 
been drawn and work , will be begun as soon as practicable . It is also the hope of 
the Commissioners that more or less work will be possible on the shore protection 
between North Avenue and Burton Place. 

It is expected that during the summer the North Shore Drive improvement, 
between Cornelia and Byron Streets, will be finished. Unfortunately, however, 
this is dependent on a prompt and favorable decision of certain cases now pend- 
ing in the Supreme Court of this State, upon the favorable determination of which 
is involved the money necessary to pay for the work. 

The Commissioners are pleased to say that the Academy of Sciences, recently 
located in the Park, has more than met expectations, and has afforded not only the 
entertainment of a museum to mere sight-seers, but has also provided instructive 
entertainment, by means of illustrated lectures on scientific subjects, to seekers for 
knowledge. The Academy will be pleased to give information on scientific subjects 
to such as may ask it. No fees of any sort are charged, except for membership. 

With the passage of time, the increase of population, enlarged accessibility 
through cross-town street railway lines, the demands upon Lincoln Park are 
greatly increased and must be greatly augmented continuously in the future. This 
raises grave questions in regard to the possibility of the successful maintenance of 
grass plats and lawns as commons at all times. Indeed, it is only of late years 
that the grass plats of the entire Park have been open to the public all the time. 
No other Park in the country, or perhaps the world, having the attendance of 
Lincoln Park, offers this privilege. And the difficulties of securing grass under 
these circumstances are enhanced by the fact that, in Lincoln Park, the soil is poor 
and difl&cult to maintain, except at great expense and care, and sometimes with dis- 
comfort to the public. 
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The drives and boulevards of the Lincoln Park system are already a heavy 
and increasing burden upon the taxpayers of the Park district. The present 
Board has endeavored, and is endeavoring, to place the burden of maintaining 
these roadways upon the owners of frontage along them, who are the chief 
beneficiaries of the existence of the boulevards. 

A feature of Park management, during recent years, is the bicycle innovation. 
At certain points in the Park as many as 2,000 bicycles have been counted passing 
in an hour. For the most part, bicycle riders are observant of all reasonable 
requirements, but in so large a number it would be remarkable if some were not 
found disorderly and troublesome — refusing to carry lamps; riding on the walks; on 
the left, instead of the right side of the road; more than two abreast, or "scorching," 
to the danger not only of themselves, but of innocent persons. Against these the 
Commissioners will enforce the rules rigidly for the safety of the public, confident 
that all orderly bicycle riders will approve the action as tending to elevate the 
diversion of bicycle riding. 

The demand for bicycle races on the boulevards has been complied with, to a 
limited extent, and it is believed that this reasonable permission will not be found 
fault with by intelligent people. In connection with the subject of bicycles, the 
Commissioners are pleased to say that the use of bicycles by many of the Park 
police has been found satisfactory and tending greatly to enlarge police efl&ciency. 
It must be added, however, that but few bicycles appear to be sufficiently durable 
for this constant service. 

The future of Lincoln Park is fixed as the great recreative resort of Chicago It 
is known all over the world and is second, at least, among American pleasure 
grounds. Its conspicuity demands for it liberal treatment in the matter of improve- 
ments. All of these should be commensurate with its prominence as a Park. It 
should avoid tawdry and cheap ornamentation and display, and such structures as are 
necessary should be of a durable character, of the most appropriate design and best 
workmanship. At many points, the Park needs remodeling in order to bring 
about homogeneity and coherence of design. However, this would not be a work 
of great expense, and might be accomplished gradually. A plan should be adopted 
and all work and changes, from year to year, be made to conform to it. In any 
plan that may be adopted, a systematic policy of carrying the Walks under the 
Drives by means of artistic Tunnels, or over them by means of rustic Foot Bridges, 
should be employed. This would really increase the capacity of the Park for 
accommodating crowds by preventing congestion at drive and walk intersections. 
In addition, it would enhance personal safety, comfort, and the pleasure of 
driving. If, instead of presenting statues, of which this Park has- already 
enough, public-spirited citizens and societies would contribute structures of 
this sort, they would aid in solving an important problem of Park improvement. 
The closing of the vehicle entrance at North Avenue and North Clark 
Street has been well considered. Very few vehicles used it and as there is 
another entrance but 300 feet east of it, its continuance was needless. By 
closing it, fully an acre of grass lawn has been added to the Park, which more 
than compensates for any inconvenience the closing may occasion. The 
Board is now considering plans for the improvement of the foot entrance at this 
point. 

Permission has been granted the Chicago Turngemeinde to erect Gymnastic 
Apparatus at their own expense on the north end of the Base Ball ground. This 
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will not inerem the amoant ol ground given up to games, but will re-divide that 
formerly allotted to base ball. The occupancy by the Turners is subject wholly 
to the will of the Board. 

During 1895, for the first time in the history of the Park, a complete record of 
Tennis and Base Ball permits was made. This was accomplished by requiring 
all apfllicuits lor permits to 611 out and present in person applications similar to 
posioffioe mooejr order blanks. Besides thus securing a complete record the effect 
hm been to imire to raidaats of the Park district greater monopoly of these 
privtli^es wM^ their tasM go to maintain. 

A comparisQQ of this Heport with former reports will reveal that the scope 
o£ statistical information has been considerably enlarged by the Secretary. 

The fact that Lincoln Park is essentially a water park, points to the conclusion 
that the aquatic features should be developed to the maximum limit. The 
Bathing Beach opened last year is a move in this direction, and it is appropriate 
to here commend the eaceellent behavior of the public, especially the boys and girls, 
of whom as many as a,ooo would be in the water at one time. The sanitary benefits 
needs no expatiating upon. To make a safe and satisfactory bathing beach will 
reqnire careful treatment of the lake shore between Fullerton and Diversey 
Avenues. Developed upon an intelligent plan this half mile will make one of the 
finest public baths in the world. 

A Yacht Harbor and suitable Steamer Landing should be constructed. But 
such work should be npon a definite plan, and tending to enhance the beauty of 
the water front. 

A pUm tor the enlargement of Lincoln Park has been adopted. This plan is 
printed herewith and needs but little explanation. The object of this Board has 
been to lay the ground work lor fntnre development rather than to begin expensive 
physical work* Onr SDccessm in office will find that all that was possible for us 
to do in this direction will have been done. 

During the next four years, all or nearly all the boulevards outside Lincoln 
Park proper will have to be entirely rebuilt. If this be done from the funds raised 
by general taxation, little will be left for improvement in the Park, or else taxes 
will have to be considerably increased. The Commissioners look upon the system 
of maintaining boulevards by general taxation as inequitable. 

There remains nnpaid at this date but $25,000 of the 7 per cent, original land 
pnrOhase bonds, of which |8oo,ooo were issued. This remainder will be paid 
before this report readies most readers. There will then remain $460,000 of 
5 per cent, bonds, issued to build the shore protection and paved beach between 
Fullerton and North Avenues, These bonds will be due in about 12 years. 

The (Commissioners are pleased to compliment the Town Officers of the Towns 
of North Chicago and Lake View for their accommodating spirit, and especially 
the promptness with which the Town Collectors and County Collector have turned 
over park taxes collected by them.

To the Mayor and City Council of the City of Chicago : 

GenTi^Emen : — In compliance with the law under which this Board is 
organized, the Commissioners beg leave to make the following reports of the 
Secretary and Auditor, as their report for the preceding year, and a detailed 
statement of their receipts and expenditures, and their action connected 
therewith. 



Lincoln Park has been greatly improved in its physical and financial 
condition during the recent years. 

A few years ago there was a floating indebtedness of over $100,000, some 
of which was bearing interest. The present indebtedness of a similar character 
is less than half that sum. Besides reducing the floating debt, there has been 
paid off all the bonded indebtedness incurred by the original purchase of land 
for the Park, as well as a judgment against the Commissioners of $25,000 for 
land taken for Park purposes. This judgment had stood for over twenty-five 
years and had drawn seven per cent interest during that entire time. The 
simple interest paid was over twice the amount of the debt. With the excep- 
tion of $460,000 of bonds issued for building the Shore Protection, Paved 
Beach, etc., from North Avenue to FuUerton Avenue, the Park is free from 
interest-bearing obligations and practically out of debt. The bonds mentioned 
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will not be due for about ten years and bear but 5 per cent, interest. In 
addition to these gratifying facts, the Commissioners are pleased to mention 
that the rate per cent, of the tax now being collected is lower than at any time 
for many years. 

While the administration of the Park finances has been careful and frugal, 
the physical betterment of the Park has not been overlooked. Many utilitarian 
and beautifying improvements of an enduring character have been made, 
especially during the year just closed. Among the least of these are the foot 
bridge over the lagoon, the completed fernery, the removal of the manure 
yard, the re-planting of trees, the repair and extension of the sewer system, the 
speeding track, the multiplication of drinking fountains, the increase of seating 
capacity, etc. A great improvement was completed and paid for during the 
year just closing by the enlargement of the water system, A pump has been 
put in which is capable of supplying sufficient water to keep the grass and trees 
in good condition in the driest weather. To make this pump effective, the 
water system has been extended all over the Park. Prior to the four years 
mentioned, there were no water mains in the Park north of Fullerton Avenue. 
The improvement in the water system has cost somewhere near $50,000. An 
important improvement has been made in the electric-lighting plant, which 
was put in this year at a cost of about $50,000. This plant embraces a system 
of 26 miles of conduits and cables underground with iron posts of orna- 
mental design. The system has five times as many lights as the former system, 
and with little expense it can be utilized to light the boulevards as the Park is 
lighted. This system as compared with the old one not only improves the 
appearance of the Park, by dispensing with the overhead cables, but makes 
the Park much more agreeable at night. Another improvement of importance 
is the North Pavilion, which was built at the north end of the North Pond last 
summer. It provides accommodations in the way of toilet rooms for men and 
women, besides serving as a shelter from the sudden storms. It is used as a 
boat-house, refectory and skaters' house. It is designed to grow vines over this 
building, increasing the picturesqueness of its appearance. 

While not an expensive enterprise, the Bathing Beach for Children is an 
important innovation, where tens of thousands of children are permitted to 
bathe and recreate themselves in the summer. Undoubtedly as a means of 
providing pleasant, harmless and beneficial amusement, the Bathing Beach 
stailds at the head of all others of the Park. In addition to these, other 
improvements have been made. Handsome iron fencing has replaced the old 
fashioned wires strung on wooden posts. The lagoon has been made safe by 
fencing that is not unsightly. Drives have been widened and improved. Use- 
less entrances have been closed. The Beach between North Avenue and Burton 
Place has been improved and needs but little more to beautify it. The Academy 
of Sciences has been paid the donation pledged by former boards and the 
down -town Park Offices, maintained at considerable expense, have been moved 
to the Park. Business methods have been simplified and the affairs of the 
Park are run in a systematic manner. Prior to the last four years annual 
reports were not published by the Commissioners and the taxpayer had but 
little information as to the expenditure of his money. 

Lincoln Park may be said to consist of two constituent parts. One is the 
Park proper and the other is those boulevards lying outside of the Park and 
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under control of the Commissioners, During the four years alluded to there 
has been added to the system a boulevard running from Belmont Avenue to 
Byron Street, thence west to Sheffield and thence north to North Fifty-ninth 
Street. This boulevard is now known as "The Sheridan Road." That portion 
from Belmont Avenue to Byron Street was built during the last four years at a 
cost of over $30,000, the money being raised by special assessment on the 
contiguous and adjacent property and without cost to the general taxpayer. 

A driveway and paved beach is now being built by the Commissioners 
from funds furnished by frontage owners thereon, from Oak Street to Ohio 
Street. Pine Street, from Chicago Avenue to Ohio Street, has been accepted as 
a boulevard, the frontage owners agreeing to pay for the maintenance of the 
same. It is expected that Ohio Street, from Pine Street to the lake, will be 
boulevarded, thus forming a loop and also supplying a long base line from 
which a connection crossing the river and reaching Michigan Avenue Boulevard 
can be made. 

Dearborn Avenue, from Burton Place to North Avenue, has been accepted 
as a boulevard upon the agreement of the property owners to pay for the 
maintenance thereof. This was done largely because of the fact that traffic 
teams passing Burton Place continue north to North Avenue, which being a 
boulevard they were not allowed to traverse. In such cases it became neces- 
sary for the teams to turn back. This required the constant services of a 
policeman and provoked dispute and bad feeling. As at present arranged, 
teams turn off at Burton Place. It has been the policy of the Commissioners 
during these four years, as far as practical, to compel frontage owners to pay 
for the maintenance of the boulevard upon which they abutt. 

Diversey Avenue, from the lake to the river, is now a boulevard, and was 
taken as a means of providing a connection with the West Side boulevard 
system, which reaches the river from the West Side at that jK>int. It is unfor- 
tunate, however, that conditions are such that there is no immediate prospect 
that Diversey Avenue can be made anything more than a boulevard in name. 
Nothing short of widening and improving the entire street from the lake to 
the river will make it conform to the conditions requisite. To do this a special 
assessment would have to be levied. It is a matter of fact that public senti- 
ment in the Lincoln Park district is much less disposed to encourage improve- 
ments of this sort than other divisions of the city. 

For the current fiscal year it will be seen from the succeeding reports that 
there is available much less cash for maintenance and improvement than was 
expended last year. It requires about 1190,000 for simple economical mainte- 
nance of the Park; in fact, it is doubtful if that sum would maintain the Park 
at its present condition for a long period. There is thus left for what may be 
termed improvements about |io,ooo. This will be consumed in minor improve- 
ments and will not enable any extensive work to be engaged in. That the sum 
available for Park maintenance and improvement this year is less than it was 
last year is due to the fact that the Commissioners of Lincoln Park are depend- 
ent upon the Town Supervisors of Lake View and North Chicago respectively. 
Under the law, these two officials make the appropriations from their towns 
for Park purposes, and the policy of the Commissioners must perforce be 
modified or enlarged as the appropriations made by them permit. ' 
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It is quite probable that in order to maintain the Park fully up to the 
standard of the past few years, there will have to be a curtailment of force and 
a reduction of salaries during this season. 

The future requirements of Lincoln Park are increased as time advances. 
The street railroad and elevated railroad systems of Chicago converge upon 
two points. The first of these is the down-town district and the second Lincoln 
Park. Provision will have to be made for maintaining the Park against this 
increased attendance and for the care and regulation of the people. 

It has been pointed out in former reports that it would be highly advisable 
to perfect and carry out a plan of carrying the foot walks over the drives by 
means of viaducts. Fortunately the topography of Lincoln Park is such that 
this would be easily practicable. By this means there would be less necessity 
for compelling bicycles to go slow and but little need for restricting the pace 
of ordinary vehicles. This would tend to reduce the necessity for police ser- 
vices and diminish the friction of colliding columns of people moving in 
opposing directions. 

An effort has been made during the past winter to restore the Artesian 
wells to their original condition. This was highly successful as to the south 
well. It appears, however, that at the north well there was some defect in the 
original boring of which there being no record of any sort among the papers 
of the Park, the contractor was thrown oflf the track. To all intents and pur- 
poses, the well is lost. An effort is now being made to recover the well, when 
it will be cleaned out and deepened and the flow restored. It should be the 
policy of future boards, if the means are supplied, to sink additional wells at 
the south and north ends of the Park, so that the people can be supplied with 
artesian water winter and summer. It would be a good policy if such addi- 
tional wells were located near the edge of the Park, so as to reduce the distance 
that people would have to carry water through the Park. It is a matter of 
gratification for the Commissioners to announce that they have during the last 
year extended the Artesian Water service over the entire central portion of the 
Park, so that unless an accident happens to the Artesian service the people can 
obtain Artesian water at many points instead of being limited to the wells 
alone. The Board has adopted a plan which if constructed would supply Arte- 
sian water throughout the central portion of the Park. 

It is expected that during the coming summer that the Ohio Street 
Extension of the Lake Shore Drive will be finished sufficiently to be made use 
of. This will consist of the Paved Beach, Sidewalk, Parapet, Driveway, Bridle 
Path, with rows of trees and other ornamentation, running from about Oak 
Street to Ohio Street. The improvement contemplates, also, a park of several 
acres immediately east of the Water Works at Chicago Avenue. The designs 
for this park have already been prepared, and it will be pleasing and commo- 
dious. The contention about the made land and other issues, growing out of 
it, is believed by the Commissioners to be practically settled. An agreement 
for continuing the Lake Shore Drive at Cedar Street to the point of connection 
east of Oak Street, a distance of about one- third mile, provided for the Park 
doing a large amount of expensive work out of the funds raised by general 
taxation. It is hoped by the Commissioners, and not without reasonable assur- 
ances to the effect, that a compromise can be effected with. the frontage owners 
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along the Ohio Street Extension whereby the Park and the people will be 
relieved of this excessive burden. 

" The North Shore Drive," along the Lake Shore from Belmont Avenue to 
Byron Street, which has been in process of construction for about four years, is 
practically completed. It has been found that the improvement will more than 
compensate the property owners for the assessments paid by them. The work 
is well and economically constructed, and will no doubt remain secure without 
any great amount of repairs for many years. It has a driveway and means of 
access to a portion of the north shore that was otherwise almost inaccessible by 
a good road. 

The opinion is often expressed by good judges that among the present 
neetis of Lincoln Park is a general widening, straightening and reconstruction 
of the drives. It is possible that some of the drives might be dispensed with. 
However, this is a great problem and should be dealt with scientifically and 
esthetically as a whole, and not piecemeal, regardless of the coherence of the 
whole plan. It has been suggested by intelligent persons that the entire plan 
of Lincoln Park should be recast. That this is necessary is due to the fact that 
the Park was not planned as an entirety, but is a product of accretion and 
addition from time to time. 

It is a well understood fact that the provision for the Zoological Depart- 
ment, one of the most interesting and instructive features of Lincoln Park, is 
inadequate both for the accommodation of the public and the proper care of 
the animals. This is especially true of the tropical animals which have been 
housed during the winter. During last summer a plan for an animal house, 
costing somewhat less than j75,ooo, was prepared after much consideration and 
deliberation by numerous experts. 

Such an animal house will have to be built sooner or later, or the keeping 
of tropical animals will have to be abandoned. With proper accommodations, 
the breeding of lions, tigers, leopards, etc., will go a long way toward main> 
taining the department. Under favorable conditions these animals are almost 
as easily bred and raised as the common farm animals of Illinois. They do not 
cost a great deal more to raise them and they sell for ten to twenty times as 
much. 

The same is true of buflfalo, mountain lions, and some other animals. It 
would thus be a matter of economy, and possibly a profit, to provide suitable 
quarters for these animals. It has been suggested at different times that 
Chicago should have a Zoological Society and that the collection in Lincoln 
Park should be the basis of it. It is possible that such a society as an auxiliary 
of the Park would be valuable in concentrating public interest upon the benefits 
and requirements of the zoological collection in Lincoln Park. 

It has been propKJsed from time to time that a children's play ground be 
established at some point in the Park where all sorts of devices could be intro- 
duced for the amusement of the children. This should, according to the ideas 
of its proponents, be in the nature of a privilege, as the swings are now run, 
and should be charged for, the fee being very small and calculated only for the 
purpose of maintenance. It is possible that a proposition from persons of 
sufficient financial resources and general responsibility in the direction of con- 
structing such a playground would receive favorable consideration at the hands 
of some future Board. 
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The financial condition of the Park is fully set forth in the following pages 
and must prove a source of gratification to North Side taxpayers and the public 
generally. 

A comparison of the financial condition of the Park with that of former 
years will reveal much of the situation. On April 1st, of each fiscal year for 
the years named, the condition was as is shown below: 

The figures show the amount of current indebtedness at the date named. 



Note— The indebtedness April 1, 1897. is apparently increased, as compared with other 
years by the lact that a change in the system of bookkeeping incorporated in the year, the 
March pay roll which was not paid until after March HI. as deducting this, the indebtedness 
computed as tormer years was computed, would be about $40,000.

COMMISSIONERS REPORT. 

On assuming the management of Lincoln Park at the begin- 
ning of this period, the present Commissioners found that with a 
prospective revenue smaller than for several years, they had 
inherited an indebtedness of over $50,000, which had to be met 
from this decreased income, leaving a margin far too small for 
the imperative necessities of park maintenance. The question of 
continuing the former financial policy by carrying the deficit for- 
ward to another year or of reducing expenditures to what of 
income would remain after the payment of all debts, was decided 
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in favor of the prudent and economical course of getting out of 
debt and keeping out of it if possible. The utmost care has been 
exercised in the purchase of supplies and employment of labor in 
order to cut down expenses in such ways as would cause the least 
possible amount of permanent damage to the Park. Therefore 
no extensive record of improvements carried out can be given 
here, and the making of repairs which were needed most seriously 
had to be regretfully given up or postponed. Financially the 
results of this rigid economy were more gratifying than was 
hoped for as instead of a deficit a small balance in the general 
fund is shown. 

The outlook for the coming year is less discouraging in one 
respect because, although the appropriation is still further re- 
duced, there is no debt hanging over the Park and the entire 
amount will be available for current use. There is serious dis- 
couragement, however, for lovers of Lincoln Park, in the tendency 
of the town officials who make the tax levy to reduce their 
appropriation on the ground of economy. The actual cost of 
maintaining the Park in the manner to which the citizens and 
taxpayers of the towns of North Chicago and Lake View are 
accustomed increases yearly. Extensions of the electric lighting 
plant, the acquisition of new territory for parks and streets for 
boulevards, the increased use of the Park by a growing popula- 
tion, all involve an increase in the cost of maintenance. If its 
income is further reduced, or is not materially increased, Lincoln 
Park cannot be properly kept up. With nearly all the Park drives 
in bad condition, with the lawns becoming more difficult and 
expensive to maintain because of the deterioration of the soil, 
with the quarters for the Park's fine and growing zoological col- 
lection becoming yearly more painfully inadequate — for these 
and many other reasons there is crying need for a larger revenue. 

One of the improvements which seemed most urgent during 
the past year, but had to be given up, was the building of a barn 
for the Park horses and wagons. For several years the basement 
of the plant propagating houses has been forced into service as a 
stable. Never intended for such a purpose, it has proved most 
illy fitted for it. The excessive heat in winter, necessary for the 
proper cultivation of delicate plants, the lack of ventilation and 
the constant moisture caused by the leakage of water through the 
greenhouse floor, make the basement unhealthy for horses. 

At the same time the best results in flower propagation, it 
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has been found, cannot be obtained from greenhouses elevated 
above the ground, and the further fact that the stable-tainted 
atmosphere seriously injures many plants makes still more imper- 
ative the disassociation of horses and flowers. The floors of the 
propagating houses are rotting and to repair them permanently 
would cost several thousand dollars. The Commissioners have, 
therefore, appropriated $20,000 for the construction of a barn and 
advertised for plans. The barn will be located north of Fullerton 
avenue extended, between the North Pond and the Shore Drive, 
on the site of the present tool house. While imposing architect- 
ural effect can hardly be obtained at such a figure it is believed a 
neat and serviceable barn can be built. It is hoped that in the 
following year the propagating houses can be rebuilt and extended 
so that the flowers and plants of Lincoln Park may still continue 
to be one of its chief glories and the pride of North Side residents. 

Most of the Park drives, neglected for several years, are 
uneven, rough and sadly in need of repairs. It is estimated that 
an expenditure of $40,000 would be necessary to resurface them 
all with granite and put them in first-class condition to meet the 
requirements of the tens of thousands who throng the drives, in 
carriages or on bicycles, during the summer months. No money 
was available for this purpose during the fiscal year just ended, 
and little can be set apart for it during the coming year. 

The question of renewing the lawns of Lincoln Park from 
year to year, ever perplexing, is growing more troublesome. The 
thin layer of good soil originally spread over the sand dunes out 
of which the park has grown, is gradually being washed through 
the sand and constantly growing thinner. Almost continual 
watering is necessary to keep the grass in passable condition and 
the sod ought to be removed from all the older portions of the 
Park and at least six inches of good soil put down. 

This and other improvements of vital importance, really com- 
ing under the head of maintenance, wait on the recognition of 
their necessity by the taxing authorities of the towns in which 
the Park is located. 

Chief among the new work carried out in the Park the past 
year was that of filling and sodding the new lawn about the north 
boat house and the construction of the bicycle path north of that 
pavilion. 

The artesian well at the North Pond, which ran dry over a 
year ago, was cleaned and deepened during the summer, at a cost 
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of several thousand dollars, until a new flow was secured. This 
spot, always an attractive one for bicyclists, will renew its fasci- 
nations next summer after one barren season. 

Early in the season it was found that children playing near 
the Lagoon were in constant danger because the steep banks 
would make their escape almost impossible in the event of their 
falling in. A strong wire fence was, therefore, constructed en- 
tirely around the open part of the Lagoon, a distance of 3,116 
feet, at a cost of $518. 

For the double purpose of cleaning the bottom of the South 
Pond and getting rid of the carp which were destroying the young 
gold fish, the water was drained from the pond at the close of the 
boating season and the bottom of the pond thoroughly dredged 
and cleaned, the scrapings being used to fill up a narrow channel 
east of the pond, which was full of stagnant water. 

No efforts were spared during the summer season to keep 
the lawn tennis courts and base ball diamonds in good condition 
for players, and permits for 1,495 tennis games and 305 base ball 
games were issued from May to October. No money was avail- 
able for the purchase of new row boats for the Park ponds, but 
the old fleets were put in repair and were generously patronized, 
21,041 persons renting them for hour or half hour rides. The 
skating season was short and unsatisfactory owing to the heavy 
fall of snow, but the ice on the two ponds was kept in good con- 
dition for skating whenever possible. 

The lake storms caused considerable damage during the year 
to the sea wall along the Lake Shore Drive and the paved beach 
from North avenue north to the inlet bridge. Repairs costing 
nearly $4,000 had to be made but they were patch work merely. 
The sea wall is in danger of being ripped from its foundations by 
any severe storm, causing incalculable damage. The paved beach 
is in equal danger. To permanently protect them, and save a 
possible loss of hundreds of thousands of dollars, it may be nec- 
essary to drive down sheeting along the entire front of the sea 
wall and beach, at an estimated expense of about $60,000. During 
the summer 175 feet of breakwater was driven down on the east 
line of the Sheridan Road from Belmont avenue south to protect 
the drive. The necessity of such protection is fully apparent as 
at the time of this writing the shifting sand east of the drive has 
been entirely washed away along the entire length of the protec- 
tion. It alone saved the drive from the force of the lake and the 
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breakwater will have to be exteiided farther south the coming 
year. 

• One of the economies of the past season consisted in cutting 
off a large number of electric lights in the Park during the winter 
months. This course was adopted with regret but was unavoid- 
able. A large extension of the electric light plant made two 
years ago had increased the cost of operation and if the public is 
to derive the benefit from this expenditure to which it is entitled, 
the revenues of the Park for maintenance should be increased 
rather than reduced. It would be economy to extend the electric 
light plant still further so that the Sheridan Road, from Belmont 
avenue to Byron street, could be lighted by the Park plant instead 
of by private contract, as under the present arrangement. 



Work on the extension of the Lake Shore Drive from Ohio 
street to Oak street was resumed and pushed vigorously last sum- 
mer, the block from Chicago avenue to Pearson street being filled 
to grade and the paved beach and roadbed laid for nearly two 
blocks, from Superior street to Pearson street. If, as seems 
likely, the shore owners from Pearson street north to Oak street 
pay their assessments of $I00 a front foot this spring, the work 
will be prosecuted energetically and the boulevard completed by 
fall. Under the contract made by a former Board, the Commis- 
sioners are not only bound to maintain the boulevard when com- 
pleted and improve and maintain the five-acre park west of the 
boulevard, between Chicago avenue .and Pearson street. They are 
also bound to construct about 1,400 feet of breakwater from Oak 
street, extended, to the sea wall at Bellevue place, fill in the 
space between the breakwater and Oak street and maintain this 
triangular tract also as a park. Negotiations are pending with 
the property owners as a result of which it is possible they will 
pay for the breakwater in settlement for land filled in by them 
outside the easterly line of the boulevard as originally platted. 
The maintenance of this boulevard and additional park spaces 
will however prove a heavy charge against the slender resources of 
Lincoln Park, unless the town authorities of North Chicago make 
allowance therefor in their annual tax levy for park purposes. 
A fine bicycle track and bridle path will be features of the boule- 
vard when completed. 

Work on the North Shore Drive was also resumed last year

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and the bicycle path completed to Grace street. Work was also 
done this spring preparatory to extending the outer row of elm 
and catalpa trees from Cornelia street to Grace street, water pipes 
were laid in that part of the drive, the bridle path improved and 
new lawns laid out. 



The Commissioners have received during the past year from 
the tax levy from the Town of North Chicago the sum of $21,333.12 
for a sinking fund for retiring the shore protection bonds issued 
by that town. Unfortunately the State Legislature, in the act 
authorizing this bond issue and requiring the levy of an annual 
tax to provide a sinking fund, made no provision for retiring any 
of the bonds before maturity. During the past few years former 
Boards of Commissioners used $68,680.38 from the sinking fund 
to pay bills incurred in the work of shore protection and $16,- 
396.84 for other park expenses, leaving a deficit in the fund of 
$85,077.22. Of this amount $16,396.84 was carried on the Park 
books at the beginning of the current year as a credit to the sink- 
ing fund. This amount, however, was not turned over to the 
present Commissioners, and if added to the other deficit of over 
$50,000.00 in the Park fund, the Commissioners would have been 
required to set apart one-third of the revenues of the current year 
to pay debts incurred before the beginning of the year. It was 
held by the attorney of the Commissioners that they could not 
properly use the money contributed by the tax payers of North 
Chicago for the maintenance of the Park to replace this deficit in 
the sinking fund. The present Commissioners, however, have 
kept intact, and will continue to keep intact, whatever money is 
received for the purposes of the sinking fund. As long as no 
more suitable investment can be found, the sinking fund will be 
credited with its proportionate share of the interest received by 
the Commissioners of Lincoln Park on funds in their possession. 



SINKING FUND. 
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ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 



To the Commissioners of Lincoln Park : 

Gentlemen : There have been some matters connected 
with the administration of the law during the last year affecting 
Lincoln Park which I deem it my duty to put in the form of a 
report. 

When I took charge of the legal affairs of the Park, there 
was pending, in the different courts, suits as follows : 

In the Circuit Court of Cook County five suits for false impris^ 
onment brought, one each by Marcellus Bowman, Leo Poloway, 
William King, Frank Meyer and John Schmidt, against the former 
Commissioners of the Park, individually, charging them with being 
instrumental in causing the arrest of the plaintiffs without cause. 
None of the cases have yet been tried. I understand that the 
plaintiffs cannot show that either of the Commissioners had any 
part in causing the arrest of any of the plaintiffs, and there is 
consequently nothing in the cases to cause any special annoy- 
ance. I will be ready for trial when the cases are reached. 

On November 20, 1897, Frederick Pischel filed a petition 
for a mandamus in the Circuit Court of Cook County to compel 
the Commissioners of Lincoln Park to give him such information 
as they possessed relating to the contracts between the shore 
owners on the line of the Ohio Street Extension and the Park. 

I filed a general demurrer to the petition which was argued 
before Judge Hanecy who sustained the demurrer. The petitioner 
took leave to amend his petition which was done, whereupon I 
again filed a demurrer which has never been called up for argu- 
ment, and I understand the suit is abandoned by the petitioner, 
as he afterwards took the matter into a court of chancery where 
he was again defeated. 

On November 29, 1897, ^ brought suit in the Circuit Court of 
Cook County against Paul Redieske and the sureties on his bond 
as tax collector of the Town of North Chicago for moneys col- 
lected by .him for the Park, between the date of the failure of 
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Dreyer's bank, in which he had deposited his collections, and the 
date of giving his new bond. Mr. Redieske settled this claim by 
paying the money so called and the suit was dismissed. 

On March 23, 1898, 1 brought suit in the Circuit Court of Cook 
County against Paul Redieske, tax collector of the Town of North 
Chicago, and Edward S. Dreyer and Robert Berger, sureties on 
his bond, for $2,187.38, the amount claimed to have been collected 
by Mr. Redieske belonging to Lincoln Park and on deposit in 
Dreyer*s bank when it failed. This suit is still pending. 

On coming into the position of attorney for the Board, I 
found a suit pending in the Circuit Court of Cook County, on the 
chancery side, brought by the Commissioners against Charles U. 
Gordon to enjoin him from extending a: pier from lot 13, in 
Simmons & Gordon's Addition, out into the lake on submerged 
land taken by the Commissioners for the extension and improve- 
ment of the Park between Grace street and Devon avenue 
extended. 

An injunction was granted by the court and Mr. Gordon's 
solicitors fileda general demurrer to the Commissioners* bill, which 
was argued before Judge Tuley, on February 16, 1898, and over- 
ruled. Mr. Gordon refusing to answer farther, the judge, on March 
3, 1898, entered a final decree making the injunction perpetual 
and ordering Gordon to forthwith remove the portion of the pier 
already built by him. Mr. Gordon took an appeal to the Supreme 
Court which was heard in that court on April 15, 1898, and taken 
under advisement by the court. 

In May, 1897, Mr. J. L. Cochran began the erection of piers 
out into the lake from his lots between Devon avenue and Glen- 
lake avenue. Mr. Brown and myself prepared and filed a bill 
and obtained an injunction enjoining and restraining him from 
further .extending the piers already begun and from building 
others. Mr. Cochran's solicitors filed a demurrer to the bill of 
the Commissioners which has never been heard by the court, all 
parties seeming to be awaiting the decision of the Supreme Court 
in the suit of The People, etc., v. Revell, which it is supposed will 
settle many, if not all, the rights and obligations of owners of 
property along the shores of Lake Michigan. 

I found also a suit pending in the Circuit Court of Cook 
County, on the chancery side thereof, brought by the people, on 
the relation of the attorney general of the state, against Greenlee. 
This also was a suit to enjoin the building of a pier into the lake

from Mr. Greenlee's lot within the contemplated improvement of 
the submerged lands between Diversey and Belmont avenue?. 

This case by agreement was stricken from the docket to 
await the decision of the Supreme Court in the case of The People 
V. Revell, Mr. Greenlee in the meantime agreeing not to attempt 
to extend his pier until after the decision, and not then if adverse 
to the rights of shore owners to build piers. 

In September, 1897, Commissioners of Lincoln Park, 
under the Act of the General Assembly, approved April 19, 1869, 
entitled " An Act to amend an Act entitled * An Act to fix the 
boundaries of Lincoln Park and provide for its improvement,' 
made an estimate of the amount of money required to pay any 
debt contracted by them, which might fall due during the next 
year, and for the improvement, maintenance and government of 
the Park during the next succeeding year. 

Their estimate was $350,000 and the additional sum of $23,000 
for a sinking fund and $23,000 for interest on the Shore Protection 
Bonds of the Town of North Chicago. Of this amount of $350,000 
the supervisor of the Town of Lake View certified to the county 
clerk the sum of $55,400, which was considered a very liberal pro- 
portion of the amount asked for by the Commissioners to be 
collected from the property owners of Lake View. 

The supervisor of the Town of North Chicago, however, cer- 
tified to the county clerk only the sum of $140,000 for improve- 
ment, maintenance, government, and payment of indebtedness of 
the Park, to be collected from the property of the Town of North 
Chicago ; a sum much less than the needs of the Park require 
and not an amount sufficient to maintain the Park and make the 
necessary improvements for the year 1898. The Park Board asked 
the county clerk to add $150,000 more to the amount certified by 
the supervisor, to make the total amount required by the Town of 
North Chicago more equal to the amounts heretofore collected 
from the town for Park purposes. The county clerk, however, 
was enjoined from extending this additional amount. I resisted 
the granting of the injunction in every way I could, but Judge 
Tuley finally granted it. I filed an answer to the bill for an 
injunction on the part of the Park Commissioners, and it has now 
been referred to a master in chancery to take the evidence and 
report his conclusions. 

The bill for the injunction was first presented against the 
county clerk alone. I filed a demurrer to the bill, which was 
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sustained by the court, and the complainants required to make 
the Commissioners parties defendant. I then filed their answer. 

I have a strong hope that I will yet secure that amount for 
the Park, for the reason, among others, that without it the Park 
will be very seriously embarrassed for means to keep it in a 
respectable condition during the year without becoming largely 
involved, and because of the fact that the amount certified by the 
supervisor is much less than the Town of North Chicago has con- 
tributed to the support of the Park in any one year for more than 
twenty years past, while the expenses of the Park have been 
increasing each year because of additions thereto and additional 
streets taken as boulevards. 

On the nth of November, 1897, Town of North Chicago, 
by its supervisor, filed a bill in the Circuit Court of Cook County 
praying for an injunction on the same ground as was granted in 
the preceding case. To this bill I filed a general demurrer, but 
the case, by agreement, was dismissed before a hearing upon the^ 
demurrer, for the reason that there was no possible ground on 
which it could be sustained. 

On the 31st day of December, 1897, Fred J. Pischel, the same 
person who filed the petition for mandamus to compel the Park 
Commissioners to submit to his inspection the contracts with the 
shore owners, filed a bill in the Circuit Court of Cook County 
alleging that he was the owner, or had an interest, in the land 
redeemed from the waters of Lake Michigan somewhere within 
the limits of the outer drive of the Ohio Street Extension and the 
shore line. The Commissioners of Lincoln Park, a number of 
the owners of shore property and Mr. E. O. Brown were made 
defendants and an injunction was issued, without notice to any 
one, enjoining the Commissioners from delivering deeds to shore 
owners under their contracts. Mr. Brown prepared and filed an 
answer for himself and the Park Commissioners in this case and a 
motion was then made to dissolve the injunction. This motion 
was heard by Judge Dunne and at the end of the hearing the solic- 
itors for the complainant themselves asked that the injunction be 
dissolved and they given sixty days to amend their bill. It is the 
understanding that this is the last of the case. 

On August II, 1897, the R. J. Gunning Co., the advertising 
firm, filed a bill in the Superior Court of Cook County praying for 
an injunction against the Commissioners of Lincoln Park to 
enjoin them from hindering or interfering with the company in 
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replacing or constructing sign boards on a lot near Belmont 
avenue, claiming, the company had a contract with Henry Ives 
Cobb, the owner of the lot, permitting the use of the lot for sign 
boards. I filed an answer in the case and nothing farther has 
been done in it. 

On August 12, 1897, Henry Ives Cobb filed a bill in the 
Superior Court of Cook County against the Commissioners of Lin- 
coln Park, claiming to be the owner of a lot on the lake shore 
immediately south of the point where Belmont avenue meets the 
lake ; praying in his bill that the Commissioners be enjoined from 
preventing him from building a pier or jetty on the north end of 
his lot out 250 feet into the waters of the lake for the purpose of 
protecting his lot from the encroachments of the waters of the 



I filed an answer to his bill and no further steps have been 
taken in the case. 

I found also a suit pending in the United States Circuit Court 
for the Northern District of Illinois, brought by Major Wm. L. 
Marshall, claiming damages for the use by the Park Commissioners 
of his patent combined breakwater and beach pavement in build- 
ing the shore protection of the drive along the Ohio Street Exten- 
sion. An answer to the petition of Maj. Marshall had been filed 
by my predecessor and the case has never yet been called for 
trial. 

There are several old matters of assessment for boulevard 
and drive improvements that have never been fully closed up but 
are in process of final settlement. 

My thanks are due to Mr. E. O. Brown, my predecessor as 
attorney for the Board, who has at all times cheerfully given me 
information and assisted me in every way he could.
